Appliance to Mend Steel Tapes, De­ 


signed to 
Save 
Many 
Hours' 


• Work for Engineers, Product of 


Gettysburg Man s Mind. 


E d gar M. Hewitt, 
of 
Gettysburg, 
has secured a patent for an invention 
which is likely 
to 
prove 
of 
great 
value to surveyors and 
civil 
engin­ 
eers 
throughout 
the 
country. 
Mr. 
Hewitt for some years has been con­ 
nected with this part of the National 
I’aik Commission work and it was in 
this occupation 
that 
he 
discoverer! 
the need which hi 
invention 
is 
in­ 
tended to meet. 
The patent has been secured on 
a j 
tape clamp and is designed for mend­ 
ing temporarily steel tapes which are 
widely usf*d in 
all 
surveying 
work. 
They frequently ♦ear, throwing out of 
employment, some times for an 
en­ 
tire day, a g an g of 
iv or eight 
sur­ 
veyors, who may have to 
return 
to 
tHeir base until a new tape can be se­ 
cured. Other effort 
have been made j 
to invent appliance ; which will mend 
quickly these tapes but none lias yet 
been found w’hich will hold. 
Mr. Hewitt’s appliance is a 
small 
brass contrivance made in the 
form 
of an ellipse. 
The broken pieces arc 
inserted from either 
end 
and 
held 
tightly in position by a 
bolt 
which 
«.in Im* turned with an ordinary 
pen­ 
knife. The contrivance is 
small 
and 
easily handled, and so made that 
the 
tape need lie short* ned as 
little 
as 
a tenth of an inch 
after 
which 
the 
work may fireweed with a delay which 
n e d not exceed two minutes. 
Thousands- of steel tapes arc 
u-ed 
in this country every year and doubt- 
Ie: s scores of them break while 
sur­ 
veying gan gs are at work. 
It 
is !k»- 
licved that there will 
he 
great 
de­ 
mand for 
Mr. 
Hewitt's 
invention, 
after it is placed on the market. It is 
his intention rather to sell the patent 
rights, than to attem pt to make 
the 
clamps himself.

to Devote his Entire Time to Adams 


County Farmers. Federal Appro­ 


priation Made. 


To take preliminary steps 
looking 
toward the advisability of securing a 
county agriculturist who will 
devote 
all of his time to answering calls and 
giving help to the farm ers of Adams 
County, a committee was 
appointed 
at Saturday afternoon’s 
meeting 
of 
the Boys’ and Girls’ Agricultural and 
Domestic Science 
Leagues, 
held 
in 
County Superintendent Roth’s 
office. 
The commitee is componed of Daniel 
M. Hoffman, I*. Curtis Sowers, arid C. 
J. Tyson. 
At the present time there are sev­ 
enteen 
counties 
iii 
Pennsylvania 
which have there officials. 
They 
are 
provided for under the 
Smith-Lever 
Federal Act which appropriates mon­ 
ey 
to 
the 
various 
state 
colleges 
throughout the country to 
carry 
on 
this work. Pennsylvania 
State 
Col­ 
lege supplies the advisers 
for 
this 
state, paying a portion of 
their 
ex­ 
penses, the balance being met by the 
county in which they are located. 
Prior to the act becoming effective 
twelve of the Pennsylvania 
counties 
had such advisers, but five more were 
added this year during which the ad ­ 
ditional money became available. 
The men appointed spend their en­ 
tire time in the 
county 
which 
they 
serve. 
They have regular established 
offices and are at the call of 
individ­ 
ual farm ers or the various rural 
or­ 
ganizations, granges, 
fruit 
growers 
associations, boys’ and girls’ agricul­ 
tural leagues, and other 
similar 
or­ 
ganizations. The men are all experts 
and their services and 
advice 
have 
proved of inestimable value 
to 
the 
localities in which 
they 
have 
been 
stationed. 
Feeling that Adams County should 
take some steps looking 
toward 
se­ 
curing this service here the 
commit­ 
tee was appointed to investigate ways 
and means of getting such an 
advis­ 
er. The cost to the county served 
is 
between $1000 and $1500.
